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YL Pioneer 
Death Told 


Many long-time Yorba Lindans 
were saddened last week by the 
death of a member of one of the 


city’s pioneer families. Mrs. 
Kathryn D. Selover, 79, died 
Wednesday at Placentia Linda 
Hospital. 


Born April 23, 1985 as Kathryn 
Miller in Flora, Indiana, she was a 
graduate of the University of 
Toronto, Canada and taught music 
for many years. 

In 1912, she came to Yorba Linda 
with her mother. They lived at the 
Miller ranch on the corner of Yorba 
Linda Boulevard and Jefferson 
Street. In 1924 she married 
Benjamin Selover, another Yorba 
Linda pioneer, and they made their 
home at 17131 Orange Drive, where 
they have resided for the past 51 
years. Selover was employed by 
Barton Chevrolet for many years. 

Survivors include her husband, 
Benjamin M. of Yorba Linda; one 
son, Benjamin’ A. of Lodi; two 
daughters, Mrs. Kay Osborne of 

aguna Niguel and Roberta Thoenix 
fof Laguna Beach; one brother, 
Robert P. Miller of San Francisco 
and 10 grandchildren. 

Services were held on Friday at 
McAulay and Wallace Chapel.

Members of the Imperial 
Highway Association gathered at 
Love's Restaurant in Brea Saturday 
to honor George Kellogg, who 
retired January 18 after 45 years as 
secretary of the organization. 

Kellogg’s legacy now spans two 
counties. Once a meandering, often 
unpaved two-lane road, the Imperial 
Highway is now one of the widest 
and straightest highways in 
California. 

Former LA County supervisor 
John Anson Ford delivered the 
welcoming address Saturday. He 
called the development which has 
occurred along the road ‘‘the 
fulfillment of George Kellogg's 
dream.”” 


The dream began October 30, 
1929, when Kellogg and Ed Peterkin 


of Brea formed the Imperial 
Highway Association and began 
promoting the idea of a highway 
linking Los Angeles harbor to what 
would later become Orange County. 
They met with residents of the 
area surrounding the harbor and 
**managed to get people in that area 
to advance certain funds toward 
improvement of the highway. But 
they never got their money back, 
and they never got the Imperial 
Highway there because the County 
of Los Angeles moved the harbor 
entrance north,’’ Kellogg said. 
Next Kellogg and his associates 
turned their attention to the section 


of the Imperial Highway between 
Brea and Yorba Linda. At that time, 
the road between the two towns 
contained four right-angle turns. 

Replacing Kellogg as secretary is 
Kenneth Howell of Wildomar. 
Howell gives Kellogg much of the 
credit for the accomplishments of 
the association. ‘‘He was the 
prime-mover. He actually was the 
steering committee for the whole 
thing. He was the whole show, you 
might say. That's why we give to 
him most of the credit,’’ Howell 
said. 

Kellogg was ‘‘constantly alert for 
every possibility of promoting the 
Imperial Highway. Now it is a paved 
highway all the way from the ocean 


at El Segundo to the Imperial Valley 
at El Centro,’’ Howell said. 

The Imperial Highway Associa- 
tion has no affiliation with any other 
group. It has become involved with 
promotion of the Chino Hills 
Airport. 

Kellogg supports the airport. 
‘We've got to have more airports. 
Where would Southern California be 
if we did not have airports and 
automobiles at the present time? If 
you're going to have automobiles, 
you need airports,’’ Kellogg said. 

Born in 1887, Kellogg came to 
Yorba Linda the first week of 
December 1913. That week was the 
coldest on record in Southern 
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Meadowland surrounds Prudencio Yorba homesite on Esperanza Road. 
The old home is part of Yorba acreage which lies in path of pending annexation. 


Dominguez Annexation Eyed 


Planning commission action 
Monday night took the city one step 
further in their efforts to annex the 
vast Dominguez ranch to the east of 
the city. 

Planners okayed a general plan 
amendment which would raise the 
density of 56 acres on the southern 
portion of the 372 acre ranch from 
four units per acre to ten units per 
acre. Also, planners opted to change 
general plan designation of 146 
acres south of Esperanza Road from 
ten units per acre to four units per 
acre. This last action was more a 
‘housekeeping function’ than 
anything else, according to city 
planning director Phil Paxton. 
Paxton noted that most of the 146 
acres (none of it in the proposed 
Dominguez annexation) have al- 
ready been developed at the lower 


City To Annex 65 Acres U 


Yorba Linda will annex 65 acres of 
unincorporated county _ territory 
northwest of Esperanza Road and 
Fairmont. The twelve month dispute 
was settled Friday night at an 
adjourned regular meeting of the 
City Council at City Hall. 

Earlier that day, representatives 
of John D. Lusk and Son 
development company purchased 43 
acres of land from Upper K Ranch 
Corporation. According to city 
attorney Leonard Hampel, the 
purchase rendered moot a pending 
appeal which seeks to block the city 
from annexing the territory. 

The dispute began when Upper K 
Ranch and Lusk petitioned the 
Yorba Linda County Water District 
for water service. The city, 
according to city administrator Art 
Simonian, ‘‘took the position that 
they could annex to the water 
district, provided they annex to the 
city first."’ 

The developers went to the Local 
Agency Formation Commission, and 
on November 27, 1974 LAFCO 
approved the city’s stipulation. 

Upper K and Lusk appealed that 
decision last December in a suit filed 
against the city and LAFCO in 
Orange County Superior Court. That 
action is still pending.

Dominguez Ranch are low density in 
scope, Paxton said. The plan calls 
for a broad range of homes in the 56 
acre portion with densities ranging 
from”4.1 units per acre to 15 units 
per acre for an average net density of 
7.4 units per acre.

Launer Resigns; Replacement Sought 


The resignation of Douglas 
Launer has left a vacancy on the 
Yorba Linda Planning Commission, 
and local city council members are 
seeking to fill if. Launer resigned his 
post on the commission after three 
years of service to the city. His 
recent resignation letter ‘cited 
business obligations that interfered 
with the time he needed to complete 
his duties on the commission. 

According to city administrator 
Art Simonian, the council will 


appoint a local citizen to complete 
Launer’s unexpired term. 

The Commission is composed of 
five members appointed by the City 
Council for four-year terms. Regular 
meetings of the Commission are 
held in the multi-purpose room of 
the Yorba Linda District Library on 
the second and fourth Mondays of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. 

The function of the Commission is 
to act as an advisory agency to the 
City Council on all matters 


pertaining to planning and develop- 
ment of the City. The Commission 
also works very closely with the City 
Planning Department which is 
headed by Planning Director Phil 
Paxton. 

Any citizen interested in serving 
on the Commission may obtain an 
application from City Hall. Applica- 
tions will be accepted until April 2. It 
is anticipated the Council will make 
the appointment at its meeting of 
April 7.

According to Paxton, who has 
been meeting with the various 
property owners, some _ have 
indicated that they will protest the 
annexation, others plan to bide their 
time. The city has outlined about 20 
acres of Albert Yorba land, nearly all 
of Dolores Yorba’s 10 acres; 7 or 8 
acres of the Travis’ 285 acres and 
some 200 acres of Kraemer land. 

These portions lie north of 
Esperanza in county territory. Much 
of it is already in real estate brokers 


corporation the only entity legally 
able to file a majority protest against 
the annexation. 

In a Memorandum of Under- 
standing accepted unanimously by 
the Council last Friday, Lusk agreed 
to withdraw their portion of the 
appeal now pending, and to 
‘diligently pursue’’ annexation. 

The city has already prezoned the 
property as a Planned Community, 
and according to the Memorandum, 
has complied with all other 
procedures preceding annexation. 
When developed, the property will 
contain three and four unit 
condominiums and split-level town- 
houses. 

Councilman Rudolph Castro 
Friday night questioned the 
prudence of approving the annexa- 
tion ‘other than a regular Council 
session.’’ City Manager Simonian 
responded saying that following a 
LAFCO decision, ‘‘It behooves the 
city to respond as quickly as possible 
with the protest hearing.”’ 

Simonian also cited the city’s 
relationship with LAFCO, the 
possible legal benefit to the city, the 
developer’s eagerness to resume 
work and the city’s desire to receive 
development fees as reasons for 
rapid processing of the annexation. 

The city manager then certified to 
the Council that he had not received 
any majority protest since the sale 
which occurred earlier in the day. 
Simonian was echoed by a Lusk 
representative who stated that his 
firm was not protesting the 
annexation. 

Councilman Castro then moved to 
adopt a resolution indicating a 
majority protest had not been 
received. Councilman Whit Crom- 
well seconded the motion which 
passed unanimously. 

The ordinance approving annexa- 
tion will receive its second reading at 
the regular council meeting April 7. 
After that it will be forwarded to the 


hands. Albert Yorba, descended 
from the original pioneers, and first 
of the settlers in the area, has 
already sold 16 acres. Others are 
awaiting a ‘‘best offer.’’ 

Most of the land proposed for 
annexation is in citrus groves; some 
of it is open meadow*tatrd, is 
used for cattle grazing land. Here 
and there are old homesteads, some 
of historical significance. 

Next step in the city’s plans, says 
Paxton, is a hearing before the Local 
Agency Formation Commission, 
probably in April, then council 
action on the annexation. The 
protest hearing probably will not 
take place before mid-summer. 

Meanwhile, pioneer landowners 
have taken a ‘‘wait and see”’ 
attitude.

Senator Whetmore Introduces 
‘Free Enterprise Bill’ 


Senator James E. Whetmore (R., 
: Orange County) introduced Senate 
: Bill 619 today which would require 
: that a one-semeSter course in the 
- “essentials and benefits of the free 
: enterprise system"’ be offered to 
- high school students in the 11th or 
- 12th grade. 
- $B 619 defines the free enterprise 
system as ‘‘an economic system 
- characterized by private or corpor- 
ate ownership of capital goods; by 
investments that are determined by 
private decision rather than by 
governmental control; and by the 
pricing, production, and distribution 
of goods determined in a free 
manner. 

“For too long the advocates of 
socialism and collectivism have been 
able to use our public schools as a 
spawning ground for their ideas 
and philosophy,’’ Whetmore de- 
clared. 

“It is high time that students be 
exposed to the philosophy of the free 
‘enterprise system, it Workings, and 
its benefits."’ 

‘Too many of our young people 
are ignorant of the principles, 
concept, and ultimate result of the 
laws of supply and demand and their 
influence on the free market and 
ultimate consumer costs,"’ said 
Senator Whetmore. 

“I would like to urge all my 
constituents who believe in the free 
enterprise system to get behind this 
bill and support my efforts to insure 
that our children are not deprived of 
the benefits of our great system.”’ 

**No doubt most Americans feel as 
I do that they live in the greatest 
country on earth. What we must 
realize and instill in our youngsters 


is that the free enterprise system is 
the bulwark of our society and the 


underlying principle upon which our 
democracy is built,’’ he concluded.

SCAG Outlines Regional! 


Transportation Plan 


The Southland’s first comprehen- 
sive regional transportation plan 
was adopted March 20 by the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments (SCAG). 

Among the plan's many recom- 
mendations are: the purchase of at 
least -1.900 more buses, better 
service to local and rural areas, and 
expanded dial-a-ride service. 

Final adoption of the new 
transportation plan came during a 


regular meeting of the SCAG 
Executive Committee at the 
Sheraton West Hotel in Los 
Angeles. 


In its regional plan, SCAG also 
recommends ways to improve the 
use of automobiles, mass transit, 
highways, airports, as well as 
bicycle travel and goods movement. 

One major public transit proposal 
is the construction of an ‘‘inter- 
mediate capacity’’ rapid transit 
system (such as modern light rail 
service) within the next five years. 

Required by federal and state law, 
the SCAG transportation plan - more 
than two years in the making - brings 
together in one document the 
proposals of cities, counties, transit 
districts and the state, for a balanced 
and coordinated approach to the 
Southland’s transportation prob- 
lems. 

“This plan by SCAG sets the 
course of action for improving our air 
quality, conserving the use of 
energy, and increasing the mobility 
of people and goods,"’ commented 
James Hayes, SCAG president, and 
chairman of the Los Angeles County 
board of supervisors. 


Other proposals in the SCAG plan 
are aimed at encouraging people to 
use their automobiles more 
efficiently. Greater use of carpools 
and development of more efficient 
auto engines are necessary methods 
to do this. 

To improve highways, SCAG 
recommends completing the mis- 
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sing links in the region's highway 
system and improving major roads. 
Also, the plan calls for the 
construction of special reserved lane 
for buses and carpools, and 
increased use of ramp metering. 
Some existing airports should be 
expanded to handle an expected 
large increase in commercial and 
general air travel in the years to 
come. Improved ground access to 


these airports is also said to be | 


necessary. 

For bicycle travel, SCAG sees the 

need for better planning of bikeways 
and support facilities. However, 
additional money is needed if 
extensive parking for unloading 
trucks in inadequate. 
_, The SCAG plan also contains a 
number of transportation policies 
designed to assist officials to make 
decisions, allocate money for 
improvements, and carry out 
proposed projects. 

Among these policies if the need 
to reduce the number of vehicle 
miles traveled by 20 per cent by 1977 
in the region in order to cut smog 
levels and conserve energy. 

In an earlier draft of the plan, 
SCAG proposed a 10-cents-a-gallon 
tax on gasoline. However, this 
proposal was dropped from the 
adopted plan because it was felt the 
tax would place a heavy burden on 
low income persons. Also, there was 
a question as to whether it would be 
a real disincentive to auto use. 

The SCAG plan does note the 
potential increase on gasoline by the 
federal government, and it indicates 
that SCAG will oppose any new 
federal gasoline tax if revenues 
cannot be kept in this region for 
transportation improvements. 

Building a comprehensive region- 
al transportation system will be very 
expensive. If all the proposals of 
various local, regional and state 
agencies were carried out, the total 
price would run more than $62 
billion. But, only about $36 billion of 
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that amount is available for meeting 
the total regional transportation 
needs over the next 20 years. 

The plan says that, although new 
transportation equipment and facili- 
ties will be purchased, existing 
equipment will have to be used more 
efficiently. Then, as more mond. 
available, the level of sevice will}, 
upgraded. 


SCAG's regional transportation 
plan will now be sent to the 
California Department of Transpor- 
tation (Caltrans) for inclusion in the 
statewide transportation __ plan, 
which will be submitted to the 
legislature in 1976 for ratification. 


SCAG is a governmental planning 
and coordinating agency which 
deals with regional problems such as 
transportation, environmental qual- 
ity and urban growth that affect the 
entire Southland. Its membership 
includes the governments of Los 
Angeles, Orange, Riverside, Ven- 
tura, San Bernardino, and Imperial, 
and 12S cities within those counties.

space in aresidential, industrial, or commercial building on such real property, such 
as an apartment, office or store. ‘Condominium’ shall include townhouses 
Condominium Conversion: The development of land and attached structures as a 
condominium project, regardiess of the present or prior use of such land or 
structures, and regardless of whether substantial improvements have been made to 
such structures. 
Condominium Project: The entire parcel of real property, including all structures 
thereon, subdivided or to be subdivided for the Purpose of converting existing 
structures to condominium units."' 
SECTION 2. Section 20 through Section 20.12 is hereby added to Ordinance No. 185 
(nctusive as follows: 
+ “SECTION 20: CONDOMINIUM ORDINANCE:

D. Statement indicating the precise manner of coinpliance with each of the 
applicable provisions of this Chapter, together with any other data pertinent to the 
findings prerequisite to the granting of a Conversion Permit. 
E. A list of all owners of property located within 300 feet of the exterior boundaries 
of the subject property and ail tenants within the Project; the list shall be keyed to a 
map showing the location of these properties. 
F. Acomprehensive building report which includes; age, material and condition 
where applicable of the following: 
1. Type and age of construction. 
2. Walls, Interior & exterior 
3. Plumbing 
4. Electrical 
5. Roof 
6. Walks 
7. Garaging 
8. Insulation 
9. Life Safety Systems 
10. Trash disposal 
11. Tiling 
12. Fixtures and appliances 
13. Drainage 
14. Landscaping 
15. Swimming pools, saunas, fountains, recreational facility 
16. Driveways 
17. Wallis and fences 
18. Stone or brickwork 
19. Heating 
20. Air conditioning 
21. Fireplaces 
22. Floors 

23. Laundry facilities 

24. Exterior lighting 

25. Deferred maintenance 

26. Number and composition of existing tenants 

27. Length of existing leases and average rents 

28. Average length of tenancy for existing tenants 

29. Estimated schedule for conversion 

30. Estimated price range of converted units 

31. List of improvements contemplated 

32. Copy of Proposed CC & R's 
33. Estimate of available similar housing in area 

G. Plot plans and elevations, fully dimensioned, indicating the type and location 
of all buildings and structures, parking and landscape areas and signs. Elzvation 
plans shall be of sufficient detail to indicate the type and color of materials to be 
em and methods of illumination for signs. Screening, landscape and 
irrigation plans shall be included in the plans. 

H. Such other plans and data as deemed necessary by the Planning Director. 

SECTION 20.2 FEE 

The application shall be accompanied by a fee established by Resolution of the 
City Council to cover the cost of handling the application as prescribed in this 
Section. 

SECTION 20.3 PUBLIC HEARING 

The Planning Commission shali hold at least one Public hearing on each 
application for a Condominium Conversion Permit. The hearing shall be set and 
notice given as prescribed in Section 17.5 (Public Hearing Time and Notice). 
Tenants within the project shall.be notified in a like manner. At the Public Hearing, 
the Commission shall review the applicaton and drawings submitted therewith and 
shall receive pertinent evidence concerning the proposed use and the proposed 
conditions under which it would be operated or maintained, particularly with 
respect to the findings prescribed in Section 20.7. 

SECTION 20.4 INVESTIGATION AND REPORT 

The Planning Director shall make an investigation of the application and shall 
Prepare a report thereon which shall be submitted to the Planning Commission and 
made available to the applicant prior to the Pulic Hearing. 

SECTION 20.5 ACTION OF THE PLANNING COMMISSION 

Within 21 days following the closing of the Public Hearing on a Condominium 
Conversion Permit application, the Planning Commission shall act on the 
application. The Commission may grant by Resolution a Condominium Conversion 
Permit as the permit was applied for or in modified form, or the application may be " 
denied. A Condominium Conversion Permit may be granted subject to such 
conditions as the Commission may prescribe. Conditions may include, but shall not 
be limited to, requiring special yards, open spaces, buffers, fences, and wails; 
requiring installation and maintenance of landscaping; requiring street dedications 
and improvements; regulation of points of vehicular ingress and egress; regulation 
of traffic circulation; regulation of signs; type of construction and methods of 
operation; control of potential nuisances; prescribing standards for maintenance of 
buildings and grounds; prescription of development schedules and development 
Standards; and such other conditions as the Commission may deem necessary to 
insure compatibility of the use with Surrounding developments and uses and to 
Preserve the public health, safety and welfare. 


SECTION 20.6 FINDINGS 

The Planning Commission shail make the following findings before granting a 
Condominium Conversion Permit: 

A. That the proposed location of the Condominium Conversion Permit is in accord 
with the objectives of this Ordinance and the purpose of the zone in which the site is 
located. 

B. That the proposed location of the Condominium Conversion Permit and the 
Conditions under which it would be operated or maintained will not be detrimental to 
the public health, safety, or welfare, or materially injurious to Properties or 
improvements in the vicinity. 

C. That the proposed Condominium Conversion Permit will comply with each of 
the applicable provisions of this Ordinance, except for approved variances. 

SECTION 20.7 EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE CONVERSION PERMIT 

The decision of the Planning Commission shall be final 15 days from the date of 
the decision unless an appeal has been filed to the City Council. 

SECTION 20.8 APPEAL TO CITY COUNCIL 

A decision of the Planning Commission may be appealed within 15 days to the 
City Council by the applicant or any other person as prescribed in Section 17.6 
(Appeals: Council Review) or by a majority vote of the City Council without fee. 

SECTION 20.9 DETERMINATION BY CITY COUNCIL 

The City Council shall hold a Public Hearing on a Condominium Conversion 
Permit as prescribed in Section 17.6-3 if an appeal has been filed within the 
Prescribed 15-day appeal period. The decision of the City Council shall be final. 

SECTION 20.10 LAPSE OF CONDOMINIUM CONVERSION PERMIT 

A. A Condominium Conversion Permit shall lapse and shail become void one year 
following the date on which the Conversion Permit became effective, uniess Prior to 
the expiration of one year, a building permit is issued and construction is 
commenced and diligently pursued toward completion on the site which was the 
Subject of the Conversion Permit application, or a certificate of occupancy is issued 
for the structure which was the subject of the Conversion Permit application. 

B. A Conversion Permit subject to lapse may be renewed for an additional period 
of'one year, provided that prior to the expiration date, an application for renewal of 
the Conversion Permit is filed with the Commission. 

C. The Commission may grant or deny any application for renewal of a 
Condominium Conversion Permit. 

SECTION 20.11 PRE-EXISTING VARIATIONS 

Variations from regulations prescribed elsewhere in the Zoning Ordinance, 
Ordinance No. 185, for fences, walls, site area, width and depth; front, rear and side 
yards; coverage; height of structures; distance between structures; usable open 
Space; sigys; off street parking facilities or frontage on a public street, shall be 
within iscretion of the Planning Commission to either aprove or disapprove if 
they are fegally pre-existing prior to the application for a Condominium Conversion 
Permit. Ali such variations resulting from new construction shall be separately 
administered in accordance with the procedures in Section 17.3 of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 20.12 DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS 

‘The following Condominium Conversion Development standards shall apply to all 
land and structures proposed as part of a Condominium Conversion Project, and 
shall be evaluated and processed pursuant to the procedural requirements set forth 
for Condominium Conversion Permits. 

'No Condominium Conversion project or portion thereof shall be approved or 
Canditionally approved in whole or in part uniess the Planning Commission, or City 
Céuncil upon appeal or review, has considered and found the following: 

‘1. That the overail impact on schools, parks, utilities, neighborhoods, streets, 
traffic, parking and other community facilities and resources will not endanger or 
jeopardize the public health, safety, and general welfare; 

(2. That appropriate structural alterations or installation of noise attenuation 
materials are made, if necessary, to insure minimum levels of noise transference 
and separation between condominium, units; 

3. That the building sought to be converted is, on the date of the conversion, in all 
r@spects in compliance with the building, planning, zoning, licensing, and any other 
laws applicable to new condominium construction on the date of the conversion 

4. That a copy of the Conditions, Covenants and Restrictions, or other 
Condominium Agreement, shall be approved by the City Attorney and filed in the

HORSE TALES 


By Joan Johnson 

The City of Yorba Linda is fortunate to have what is called 
a ‘‘Horse Study Committee’’. This committee is comprised 
of five members - three horse owners and two nonhorse 
owners - who work with the City Council, the Planning 
Commission and, occasionally, the Traffic Committee. 
They advise the City Council on all matters relating to 
horses within the city limits. They also handle all 
complaints involving horses, investigate the matter and try 
to solve the problem. Another function of the Horse 
Committee is to review all tentative tract plans and check 
into any proposed tracts or construction that might infringe 
on the trails. They also investigate and attempt to remedy 
any trail closures or obstructions. : 

The Horse Committee has available a set of safety rules 
for horseback riders that every horse ‘owner should be 
aware of. Copies of this can be obtained at City Hall. I won't 
go into detail on all the rules, but there are some of them 
that are constantly being violated. A few thoughtless riders 
can cause trouble for all the rest of us horse owners, no 
matter how careful we try to be. 

Evidence indicates that some equestrians are riding on 
the sidewalks, whith is a very definite ‘‘no no’’. I'll admit, 
it’s tempting at times, especially with cars whizzing past 
you at ten to fifteen MPH over the speed limit, but please 
keep your horses off the sidewalks and on the right side of 
the street traveling with the flow of traffic. Another 
consideration to both horse owners and nonhorse owners is 
to refrain from riding across someone’s lawn or cutting 
through their property. One of my major gripes is the 
number of horses I see tied to light poles, or whatever, in 
market parking lots. There’s nothing quite as irritating as 
having to steer those ornery grocery carts around piles of 
horse manure in order to reach your car. Another important 
recommendation made by the Horse Committee is that you 
leave your dog at home when you go out riding. (My dogs 
are still trying to repeal this rule!) A loose dog flitting back 
and forth across the street is a real good cause for an 
accident. Even keeping the dog on a leash is not advisable 
unless both your dog and your horse are extremely well 
“leash trained’’. One more thing thae | don’t believe is 
covered in the Horse Committee rules is that of smoking on 
the trail - ESPECIALLY in the lakebed during the dry 
season. A carelessly tossed cigarette could really cause 
some excitement in that area!! 

As I said, these safety rules are available at City Hall and 
they're free, so stop by and pick up a copy. Good horsemen 
are those who abide by the rules.
